years, with the exception of thac of the present
year. Almost equal to {6, however, was the June of
1858, with & mean of 75°19 degrees, and & rauge of 40
degrees, between 94 and b4, During the last thir-
teen daye of that month, the thermometer avery day
attained the neighborhood of 90 degrees, goiug fre-
guently above it, and giving a continuous spell of
hot wenther almost egual to that with which June of
1670 closed.
